ADDRESS FROM 
C. A. LEE GIVEN 
RURAL TEACHERS 


Survey 
and 
Plans 
For 
Primary Highway Are 
Practically Complete. 


H. A. Jones Impressed On 
Them Importance of 
Flag In Schools. 


“If the American rural schools are 
notj up to the standard it is because 
the American peaople do not wTant 
them to be, for the American people 
as a w'hole get w hat they want,” de­ 
clared Charles A. Lee, state superin­ 
tendent of schools in addressing the 
rural school teachers of Pettis coun­ 
ty this morning at the second day’s 
session of their annual plan meeting, 
held at the Sedalia High School. 
Mr. Lee’s talk 
dealt 
principally 
w'ith the inequality of opportunities 
of the rural boys and girls, or the 
lack of high school opportunities for 
the country children. 
He told how 
many of the rural schools of Missouri 
wrere not up to the standard, and de­ 
clared it was the fault of the people 
themselves, for 
in many 
instances 
they do not tax themselves enough 
to support a reasonably good school, 
and in some districts there will be 
found 
the 
most 
poorly 
equipped 
schools. 
Mr. Lee is a very forceful and intel­ 
ligent speaker, and his hearers gain­ 
ed much valuable information from 
his address. 
At the opening of the afternoon 
session T. R. Luckett, county superin­ 
tendent of the Pettis county schools, 
wrho presided over the meeting, in­ 
troduced H. A. Jones, house manager 
of the Sedalia theater, and past com­ 
mander of the American Legion, Post 
No. 16, who spoke on “The American 
Flag in the Public Schools.” 
Mr. 
Jones, 
always 
a 
pleasing 
speaker, 
was 
thoroughly 
familiar 
with the subject assigned to him and 
in a clear and concise m anner told 
of the Importance of an American 
education 
one 
which 
makes real 
American citizens, w’ho understand 
the American government, its prin­ 
ciples and the foundation upon which 
it is built. 
“The greatest crime in the United 
States today,” stated Mr. Jones is 
ignorance, ignorance of the princi­ 
ples of the 
American 
government, 
and It is in the school room that the 
education should begin which will 
make our children real American citi­ 
zens. 
Mr. Jones urged the teachers to in­ 
still the respect due the flag into the 
hearts of the children, for, he stated, 
the lack of respect is not due to 
lack of love for the flag, but to care­ 
lessness and thoughtlessness. 
He 
suggested that flag raising exercises 
be held every morning, and flag low­ 
ering exercises every evening, for 
as he stated, there is a thrill that 
conies with the raising and lowering 
of the flag, while the Star Spangled 
Banner is being sung, that can not be 
explained. 
In conclusion Mr. Jones read the 
authentic code of flag etiquette, ad­ 
opted at the convention of 68 patri­ 
otic bodies which convened on June 
14, 1923, and which is considered au­ 
thority. 
At the 
conclusion 
of Mr. Jones’ 
talk Mr. Luckett addressed the teach­ 
ers, and late this afternoon the two 
days’ session adjourned.

gram was given by George R. Wilk­ 
erson, wTho Is In close touch with the 
road situation. 
Mr. W ilkerson’s talk was a concise 
resume of the 
accompllshemnta of 
the highway commission for the last 
tw’O years and was 
received 
with 
much appreciation by members and 
guests. 
Following are some 
of the 
high 
points of the address: 
“The 
things 
the 
members 
of 
Kiwanis are interested 
in 
are the 
practical questions involved in the 
Missouri Road Program. 
“First what is being done In the 
way of actual road building in Mis­ 
souri. 
“Second, how much of the road 
fund is being spent In administrative 
and engineering costs. 
“Third, When is Pettis county go­ 
ing to get its roads built. 
“I want to answ er these questions 
and indicate in what way you can 
continue to 
help 
get roads 
built. 
“There is already built and accept­ 
ed $10,500,000 worth of road complet­ 
ed In the system. 
“There is now in various stages of 
completion $28,250,000 worth of roads 
in the system under contract. 
“There is road work in progress in 
every one of the 114 counties in Mis­ 
souri. 
“Of the 7600 miles of designated 
road in the State 
Highway 
system 
1863 miles have been or are under 
contract to be built. 
In addition 28 
bridges are under contract. 
“Second, as to cost of adm inistra­ 
tion, etc., in 1922 it cost 4.3 per cent 
of the automobile license fees to col­ 
lect the same. 
In 1922 it cost to ad­ 
m inister the expenditure of this fund 
by the State Highway 
Department 
4.1 per cent. 
A 
very 
remarkable 
showing. 
The cost of surveys and 
plans is only two per cent of the total 
cost. 
The cost of supervision after 
contract is let is only 5 per cent, a 
total of 7 per cent. Again a rem ark­ 
able showing when we consider that 
the fixed estimate for surveys, plans 
and supervision under the federal bu­ 
reau of roads is IO per cent. 
“Our road building program is In 
good hands. 
I have had sufficient 
opportunity for observation of the op­ 
erations of the Department to have 
the opinion that the State Highway 
Department is intelligent, 
efficient 
and economical. 
“Third, as regards Pettis county, 
we have already constructed in Pet­ 
tis county about 20 miles of road in 
the system. 
“The survey and plans for the pri­ 
mary road North from 
Sedalia is 
practically complete and we are as­ 
sured the contract for the grading of 
it will be let this fall. 
“The Department has ready for let­ 
ting on September 5th of the con-! 
tract for $70,000 worth of work on j 
the road from Dresden west to the 
Johnson county line and the only 
thing that can delay the letting of 
this contract is right of way difficul­ 
ty. 
There are some obstructionists. 
“In conclusion I want to say that 
in my opinion Pettis county through 
its road r 
• l ~3 done as much 
to help the program of the Highway 
Department as any 
county 
in the 
state and we have had and will have 
proper recognition. 
Largely through 
the initiative of Sedalians four free 
bridges are in 
actual 
construction 
over the Missouri River. Our cam-! 
paign for good roads secured us the 
principal primary North 
and South 
road in Missouri.” 


MINERS TAKE 
UP PROPOSAL TO 
CONTINUE WORK 


In Event of Cessation On 
Operations Pumpmen 
To Stay On Job. 


By the A ssociated Press. 
HARRISBURG, Pa., Aug. 30.—The 
scale committee of the miners’ union 
met today to pass upon Governor 
Plnchot’s proposal for settling the 
anthracite wage controversy without 
shutting down the mines September 
I. 
The committee adjourned, how­ 
ever, until tomorrow without fram­ 
ing an answer. 
John L. Lewis,- the 
union’s president and other officers 
declared themselves bound to silence 
by the governor’s request that the 
union’s proposition be first declared 
to him. 


HARRISBURG, 
Pa., 
Aug. 
30.— 
Governor Plnchot last night submits 
ted to representatives of the anthra­ 
cite miners and operators In joint 
conference, a proposed basis of set­ 
tlement, providing for a IO per cent 
increase in pay, recognition of the 
eight-hour day for all employes and 
full recognition of the union by the 
operators, without the check-off, but 
with the right to have a union rep­ 
resentative present when the men 
are paid. 
The 
three 
main 
points 
of his 
scheme of settlement were set forth, 
as follows: 
“I. 
Recognition of the basic eight- 
hour day for all employes. If longer 
hours are necessary at certain times, 
or in certain occupations, the over­ 
time to be paid for at the eight-hour 
rate. 
“2. 
A uniform increase of IO per 
cent to all employes. 
This increase 
to take effect September I. 
“3. 
Full recognition of the union 
by the operators, without the check­ 
off, but with the right to have a 
union representative 
present when 
the men are paid.” 
A fourth point proposed complete 
re c o g n itio n of the principal of col­ 
lective bargaining. 
The Governor also suggested that 
as a method of settling differences 
in case of disagreement between 
miners and operators, each side sel­ 
ect a man agreeable to both attend 
and take part in 
discussions, 
but 
without a vote, and not as an um­ 
pire or referee. 
If then unable to 
agree, he proposed the differences 
be refferred 
to 
the 
Concilliation 
Board, “which will bo provided with 
whatever equipment 
is 
necessary 
for the rendering of prompt deci­ 
sions”.

Men on 9 and IO hour shifts will 
work the same hours that they now 
put in, but will receive a wage in­ 
crease which is estimated to be $1.15 
per day for those now receiving the 
lowest rates, with greater amounts 
proportionately for those who are em­ 
ployed at higher wage rates.

Reluctant to Accept. 
ATHENS, Aug. BO.—It is under­ 
stood here that Greece is not dispos­ 
ed to accept the humiliating condi­ 
tions imposed by the Italian govern­ 
ment in its note demanding satisfac­ 
tion for the killing of the five Italian 
members of the Greco-Albanian fron­ 
tier delimitation commission. 
In the event of a deadlock being 
reached 
in 
settling 
the 
affairs, 
Greece, it is further understood, wdll 
propose to submit the question to the 
League of Nations. 
The Greek government is disposed 
to express its profound sorrow over 
the massacre and to indemnify the 
families of the Italian officials who 
were murdered on Greek territory. 


The Italian government's note to 
Greece demanded that the Greeks 
pay an Indemnity of 50,000,000 lire, 
salute the Italian fleet and punish 
the Greeks responsible for the assas­ 
sination. 
An answer w-as required 
within 24 hours. 
An Athens cable­ 
gram last night said Premier Gonatas 
had informed the correspondents that 
while Greece 
did 
not find all the 
Italian 
demands 
acceptable 
she 
would agree to some of them and 
ask for modification of the others. 
The Athens government signified its 
intention of 
replying 
to 
the note 
within the time limit. 


Demands on Greece. 
LONDON, Aug. 30.—Reuter’s Rome 
correspondent says that the Italian 
demands on Greece include the fol­ 
lowing: 
A solemn funeral shall be given 
the victims of the massacre in the 
Catholic cathedral in Athens in the 
presence of all members of the Greek 
| government. 
Honors are to be rendered to the 
Italian fleet by the Greek ships of 
war at Piraeus and to an Italian na­ 
val division will be sent to that port 
especially for the purpose. The Hel­ 
lenic fleet is to fire salvos of 21 
guns, while the salute Is being given 
the Italian flag which must be flown 
at the masthead of the Greek ves­ 
sels. 


Demonstrations Made. 
LONDON, 
Aug. 
30.—Demonstra­ 
tions against Greeks are reported 
from all parts of Italy says a Central 
News dispatch from Rome, but so 
far as is known no acts of violence 
have occurred. The government has 
called on the newspapers and fascist! 
forces to assist in the maintenance of 
order and discipline. 


Consternation Aroused. 
ROME AUG, 80.—The Albanian 
legation here issued a statement to­ 
day declaring 
that 
General Tellini 
and the other members of the Greco- 
Albanlan boundary commission were 
killed by a band of Greeks while on 
Greek territory, twelve miles from 
the Albanian frontier. 
The 
state­ 
ment follows: 
“The Greek, Italian and Albanians 
mission left Janina on Monday In 
separate automobiles for the Alban­ 
ian frontier. 
The Albanian mission 
went first followed by the Italian mis­ 
sion, the Greek mission being last. 
“The Italian mission had arrived 
at the outskirts 
of 
Delovinaki on 
Greek territory when it was stopped 
by an armed band of Greeks, who 
fired on General Telling Major Cortl, 
Lieutenant Bonacinl and the chauf­ 
feur Farnetl 
and 
killed 
them all.

Second, the victims of the massa­ 
cre to be given solemn funeral cere­ 
monies with service In the Catholic 
Cathedral in Athens, all the members 
of the Greek government participat­ 
ing. 
Third, honors to be paid to the Ital­ 
ian flag by the Greek warships in the 
Piraeus, for which purpose an Italian 
naval division will be sent there. The 
honors to be in the form of 21 guns 
fired by the Greek ships while flying 
the Italian flag at their masheads. 
Fourth, the severest inquiry to be 
made by the Greek authorities on the 
spot of the massacre, assisted by the 
Italian military attache in Athens for 
whose personal safety the Greek gov­ 
ernm ent will be held absolutely re­ 
sponsible.

] America has become a nation on wheels, 
hilt she is paying for the national joy ride 
[p things that count more than money. 
: Every time a clock hand tolls off fifty 
Minutes some person is killed in a motor car 
itcident. With the same monotonous regu­ 
larity every other stroke of the second 
[land marks a fresh bandage or a hospital 
i d for a victim more fortunate only in that 
Heath is not spelled for him. 
: These figures a r e derived from sources 
lilied with the motor car industry, among 
hem the National Automobile Chamber of 
>m m erce, which, though admitting the 


fatalities, points to the staggering number 
of motor vehicles in the country and the 
part they are playing in the development 
of the life of the nation. 
For the first time in the twenty five years 
since the queer contraption— the horseless 
buggy— made its way down a lane of awe­ 
struck people, the entire nation might liter­ 
ally be lifted from the ground and ridden 
along the highways 
that stretch between 
cities. 
Never before, though, in the history of 
the country have so many casualties from 
motor vehicles 
been 
reported. 
Some of 
them are due to the wild-eyed joy riders, 
who end in ditches and against the banks 
of paved highways. 
Others are the stories 
of attempted dashes over grade crossings. 
Others are attributable to 
“one-armed” 
driving. 
In a recent case, a bee that sunk 
its stinger above the eye of a man caused 
him to release the wheel. 
The car crashed 
into a telephone pole and carried two per­ 
sons to death. 
Despite the efforts at prevention, such as 
safety bureaus and safety drives, the list of 
dead and injured mounts steadily. 
Last 
year 14,000 
persons 
were 
lowered into 
graves after motor car smashes. 
This year 
the figure will not be less than 15,000, and 
probably it will be more. 
In 1914 the toll 
was 4,231. 
Last year, insurance estimates 
had it, the injured reached 1,500,000. This 
year, with the growing number of acci­ 
dents, the injured will total 1,700,000. 
Figures to July 30 show there are ap­ 
proximately 
13,254,000 
motor cars and 
trucks in the country. 
In 1922 there were 
115 cars to every'1,000 persons, while this 
year 120 out of every 1,00.0 owns cars. Out

GERMAN VIEWS OF THE LEAGUE. 


Count Henry Kessler, 
former 
German 
minister to Poland, 
wrho 
is 
delivering a 
series of lectures before 
the 
Institute of 
Politics at Williamstown, Mass., outlines in 
his latest address the present German at­ 
titude towards the League of Nations. “The 
attitude of the German people toward the 
League,” he said, “would, I think, be over­ 
whelmingly for the League if the situation 
in the Sarre and the Upper Silesia decision 
had not aroused suspicions. 
However, the 
last debate in Geneva on the Sarre recently 
had a favorable influence on public opinion 
in Germany and the tendency to join the 
League has undoubtedly grown stronger.” 
Continuing, Count Kessler added: 
“The principal 
objection has been 
hitherto to the position of France. But 
if this difficuty can be overcome and if 
Germany is assured of gaining admis­ 
sion to the 
council, I think 
the ten­ 
dency to join the 
League 
would be 
very strong in the German people. 
“The German conception of the 
League of Nations, 
accepted 
almost 
unanimously by the German organiza­ 
tions or individuals who take an inter­ 
est in the question, is that of an insti­ 
tution adapted not only to forward po­ 
litical, but also to be an instrument of 
economic 
cooperation 
between 
na- 
- lions, not by the arbitrary rule of great 
international trusts, but by a system 
starting from the humble work of the 
factories and leading thence, step by 
step on democratic lines, to worldwide 
organizations of the essential needs of 
production 
and 
distribution, 
under 
the auspices of a league of democratic 
nations.” 
Count Kessler is by no means the first 
spokesman for Germany who, by interpret­ 
ing for Americans the position of the Ger­ 
man people towards the League, has helped 
to reveal to German sympathizers in Amer­ 
ica the great mistake they made when, in 
the belief that the League would be hurtful 
to Germany, they helped to prevent Amer­ 
ica’s entrance into that organization. Who 
can doubt that Germany would be vastly 
better off today if the German reparations i 
problem were being handled by the League 
with America 
as a leading 
member in­ 
stead of being handled by France?

Methods of Operating 
“How' will w'e operate under the Pro­ 
ducers Contract, you ask? 
The an­ 
swer is that our plants will pay pre­ 
haps 75 or 80%of the currant market 
price when 
commodities 
are 
re­ 
ceived and then the rest of the final 
selling price will be paid as soon as 
the amount has been ascertained, 
less the necessary handling charges. 
And ordinarily this will be only a 
matter of a few days. I think it Is 
safe to say that our Livestock Ship­ 
ping Associations have given us less 
trouble and that they have run more 
smoothly than any other agency wre 
have. 
Through these Shipping As­ 
sociation the fanner receives, in the 
course of three or four days what 
his livestock brought at the Stock­ 
yards less the necessary handling 
expense—and if that expense is kept 
at a minimum there 13 no chance 
for complaint and under the Prod­ 
ucers Contract exactly the same plan 
will be applied to grain, produce and 
butterfat. 
So we are not, after all 
taking a leap in the dark—we are 
traveling over familiar ground. 
“If youask me what the penaty 
for violating a Producers Contract 
shall be, my answer is that this is 
a question which must be left in 
the hands of our directors to be 
worked out carefully and with the 
advice of able counsel. 
My own 
oplnon how’ever is that the penalties 
provided should be sufficiently se­ 
vere so that he who signs it will 
find it easter to go straight than 
wanderoff into forbidden paths.

“And now' let me say that if the 
convention acts favorably upon this 
plan that I do not think that the 
Producers Contract should be turned 
loose throughout the state. 
On the 
contrary, I think that we should as­ 
semble ten or a dozen cf the most 
powerful fieldmen that can be found 
and then I think 
these 
fieldmen 
should take a county at a time and 
not cease in their effort until, w’hen 
the smoke of battle lifts every priv­ 
ate producer dealer, grain dealer and 
livestock buyers in that county has 
to close up shop—for this time tho 
broom must sw’eep clean—this time 
it must be the greatest showdown in 
the history' of American Agriculture, 
And this means that the contract 
shall go into effect only as 75% or 
better of the farmers of a county 
sign up. 
A Final Word 
“I have now stated the situation 
as I see it—and should this conven­ 
tion agree with me and should the 
results be w'hat I belive we have 
a reasonagle right to expect, them 
my prophesy Is that within less than 
two years the “woods will be on fire 
throughout the Corn Belt and to tho 
Farm Clubs of Missouri will forever 
belong the credit for having seve­ 
red the chain that bind American 
Agriculture. 
After all, what is tho 
real issue? 
Is it not wheather half 
of us shall co-operate or whether we 
rhall all co-operate—or whether a 
part of the farmers of a community 
shall continue to tear down and des­ 
troy' w’hat the other farmers built 
up? Hasn’t the “Old Gnard” carried 
the W’hole burden long enough? For 
more than 50 years now' the various 
farm organizations that have come 
and gone and many of whose bleach­ 
ing bones lie on the plains of the 
past have relied upon mere oratory 
and long winded resolutions and we 
haven't gotten anywhere—and 
un­ 
less we follow In the footsteps of the 
commodity organizations w hich have 
returned from the jungles with ihe 
bear's pelt upon their backs—then 
when the last man who sits in this 
hall at this hour shall have taken
